Blood Disease.—R. P. C. has lost a number of 
hens; they first appear weak andin a few days 
are unable to rise and soon die.

This disease is caused by microbes getting 
into the blood and tissues causing the weakness 
described, or it may affect the head causing sud- 
den death. If the chicken is seen early, give it 
a teaspoonful of epsom salts; follow this with 
quinine 1 gr and sulphuric acid one drop, 
into a pill.
